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Continiiation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is solely whether the claim 
languagis in claim 14, "a p-type buried body diffusion which underlies said channel" reads on the p-type region identified as part 35 in 
figure 12 of HUANG (6,437,399). Applicant concludes, as if it were a matter of fact, that "The Huang patent (U.S. 6,437,399 B1) in Figure 
12 illustrates a channel region that extends from the edge of the N+ diffusion region 16 laterally under the gate 26 to the N type drain 
region." Applicant cites no supporting evidence in the Huang patent for his conclusion, and in fact the Huang patent, at several points, 
discloses a channel region that extends further than the limited region applicant concludes it extends. Note column 2 lines 3-6 of the 
Huang patent, which states: "[l]he region of P type impurity 14, generally referred to as the base region, is herein referred to as the 
channel region because It is the region in which the channel forms during the operation of the device," and claim 10 of the Huang patent 
which claims, inter alia, "said channel region overlying [emphasis added] and bordering a region of high impurity concentration". 
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
